STAND BY TIIE BILL. 


No doubt a good tunny democrats voted 


for the electoral bill because they believed 
it would elect Tilden, and a good many re- 
publicans becausB they believed it would 
elect Hayes; but the bill was passed, the 
democrats voting for it almost unmiinously, 
aud it definitely left to tho commission 
created under it the question of its power 
to take evidence beyond tho papers sub- 
mitted by the president of the senate.
